Municipal Ownership. 

Beporte received at political head 
quarters In New Yoirk indicate that Bry¬ 
an’* declaration In l!avor of government 
ownership has suggested to politicians 
In many State* that a municipal owner 
ship platform would attract voters, and 
In consequence, In many communities, 
unscrupulous politicians are advocating 
It In tha hope of catching tbs'popular 
vote sod of making themselves a power 
In office If elected. They care nothing 
ror the dangera to tbe municipality; they 
Ignore tbe fact tbat many cities which 
have acquired their own plants for fur¬ 
nishing public utilities are eager to be 
rid of them, and that In many cities 
and towos they have been an utter and 
costly failure. 

They find, however, that tbe cry for 
municipal ownership la most valuable 
to them, for It oao be presented In snob 
au attractive maoner tbat It galos tbe 
support of thoughtless voters who will 
not realize what tbey have done In sup¬ 
porting It and Its advocates until tbey 
are called upon, as taxpayers, to psy 
heavily for tbelr folly. 

Tbe Columbus. Oblo^ municipal light¬ 
ing plaDtJtas already eaten up a fortune 
and proved a failure. Ao original In¬ 
vestment or $63,000 has bad to be In¬ 
creased to half a million, and now tbe 
plant greedily requires $140,000 more, 
fur which tbe city couocllmen are afraid 
to ask tbe citizens. As It Is, tbe city is 
now paying private companies $200 a 
night to light streets which tbe muni¬ 
cipal plant cannot light. 

La Porte, Indians, which acquired a 
municipal water plant, baa defaulted 00 
tbe payment of Its bonds and Interest 
since 1904, and suit has been commenced 
asking that the property be sold and a 
receiver appointed. 

The oltlzens of Beattie last month, 
after a careful Investigation of muni¬ 
cipal ownership plants, voted against 
tbe city acquiring Itsjowo street rail¬ 
way. 

Boston, Chicago, Omaha, Munole and 
Marlon, iDd., Richmond, Va., Wheeling, 
West Va., and many other cities have 
all bad experience with municipal own¬ 
ership, which tbey regret, and which 
cost them heav ]y. 

Mr. Dalrymple, tbe Scottish expert on 
municipal ownership, after ao examina¬ 
tion of conditions here, d»clared tbat 
municipal ownerselp could not be made 
a sucoeae in this country because of tbe 
dominant political conditions. 

Experts recently reported at a con¬ 
vention of Illuminating companies tbat 

"at this moment muniolpal ownership 
In this country is a mere political expe¬ 
dient." 

Other experts who have made Inves¬ 
tigations tor cities contemplating tbe 
purchase of private plants and convert- 
tng them Into municipal plants, declare 
that In numerous Instances of muni¬ 
cipal ownership appointments to tbe 
public service are made on a basis of 
political favoritism, with no adequate 
regard for tbe efficiency of tbe employ¬ 
ees; tnat tbe admtnlstiative bodies 
are boneyepmbed with graft lu tbe pur¬ 
chase of supplies, and tbat tbe public 
funds are not guarded with tbe same 
sense of economy as tbe fuude of a pri¬ 
vate corporation.
